INTRODUCTION 

c This pamphlet is prepared to assist individu¬ 

als, business concerns, and other organizations of 
all sizes and classifications, desiring to partici- 
* pate in the sale of surplus and foreign excess 
property of the Department of Defense and U.S. 
Coast Guard, excluding real property, and to 
answer questions which logically arise concern¬ 
ing such property, and how it may be purchased. 

Department of Defense property originates at 
Defense Supply Agency, Army, Navy, Air Force, 
and Marine Corps installations. The Defense 
Logistics Services Center, Defense Supply 
Agency has been assigned primary responsibility 
for the Department of Defense sales program. 
For the purpose of this publication the terms 
“surplus” and “foreign excess” are synonymous 
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except that surplus refers to property located in 
the United States (including Alaska and Ha¬ 
waii), the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, 
and the Virgin Islands and foreign excess refers 
to property in all other areas. 

Surplus property located in the United States 
(excluding Alaska and Hawaii) is sold by De¬ 
fense Surplus Sales Offices. Surplus property lo¬ 
cated in Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and the 
Virgin Islands and foreign excess property is 
sold by the other sales offices listed on pages 
17-20. 

This pamphlet applies to the sale of Depart¬ 
ment of Defense property of general commercial 
use either in its original form or as scrap. It does 
not apply to real estate, some contractor inven- 
tory ^(property in the possession of contractors 
performing military contracts), or to material of 
primarily military application. Normally, prop¬ 
erty classified as arms, ammunition, and imple¬ 
ments of war is not sold in its original form to 
the general public; it is either demilitarized or 
reduced to scrap to preclude the possibility of re¬ 
conditioning it for further use or sale. 

The sale of foreign excess is conducted under 
procedures similar to those used for domestic 
surplus. The sale of foreign excess must, by law, 
conform to the foreign policy of the United 
States. 


WHY THERE IS MILITARY SURPLUS 

The Department of Defense retains only usa¬ 
ble property for which there is a current or fore¬ 
seeable requirement. Property is declared surplus 
when it (1) becomes excess to military require¬ 
ments because of changes in defense needs or 
unsuitable because of wear and tear or obsolesc¬ 
ence, and (2) cannot be used by any other Fed¬ 
eral Government activity. 

The property is thereafter made available for 
donation to certain designated recipients author¬ 
ized by law to obtain such property.

TYPES OF SURPLUS AVAILABLE 

Surplus property sold by the Department of 
Defense is grouped in various classes to corre¬ 
spond with commercial and private buying in¬ 
terests. The majority of the classes are for us¬ 
able property (property suitable for use either 
as complete items or for recovery of usable 
parts). The other classes are for scrap (prop¬ 
erty having value only for its basic material 
content) and salable waste (food and oil waste 
generated in the normal course of operations). 
The following are types of surplus personal 
property that may be sold: 

JEEPS 

Jeeps sold by the Department of Defense 
are used, no longer meet military standards 
because of age and/or condition, and in most 
cases are minus various components. These 
jeeps are limited in quantity and are sold at 
location by competitive bid. 

AMMUNITION, FIREARMS, TANKS AND 

OTHER MILITARY TYPE PROPERTY 

Certain types of items designed specifically 
for military purposes are not sold in their 
original state. These items are sold as scrap 
for their basic material content after destruction 
by crushing, cutting, breaking or deforming in 
such a manner to render them completely in¬ 
operative and to preclude their being made 
operative. 

AIRCRAFT 

Commercial type cargo and passenger air¬ 
craft are the only types of aircraft that are 
offered for sale as aircraft. Combat aircraft 
must be demilitarized and sold for recovery of 
basic material content, parts and components.

Region V 


Aircraft carriers, battleships, cruisers and 
submarines that become surplus are sold for 
scrapping purposes only. The scrapping must 
be accomplished by cutting the hull and armor 
plate in such a manner that it has no value 
except for its basic material content. Destroyer 
type vessels are normally sold for scrapping 
purposes as outlined above; however, destroyers, 
destroyer escorts, and high speed transports may 
be offered for sale without requiring the scrap¬ 
ping of that portion of the hull enveloping the 
power plant.

METHOD OF SELLING SURPLUS 

Sales are conducted whenever there is suffi- e 
cient surplus property to interest prospective 
buyers and to warrant the cost of disposal. Sales 
are open to the general public and property is & 
offered in such reasonable quantities as to en¬ 
courage participation by business concerns of all 
sizes, as well as individuals. As a rule, the prop¬ 
erty is sold by one of the following methods: 

Sealed Bid 

Normally, this method is used to sell large 
quantities of individual items of surplus prop¬ 
erty having a commercial or technical applica¬ 
tion which are of interest to divergent buyer 
groups on a local, regional, or national market

DONATION 

The Federal Property and Administrative 
Services Act of 1949, as amended, authorizes the 
donation of surplus personal property within the 
United States for purposes of education, public 
health, and civil defense. For further information

area basis. Scrap and waste materials are usu¬ 
ally sold by this method. 

Term sales using this method are employed 
when property is not immediately available for 
delivery and is required to be removed as it is 
generated. The duration of this type sale usu¬ 
ally extends from 3 to 12 month periods. The 
type of property sold generally consists of waste 
and scrap of all kinds. 

Prospective bidders are notified of such sales 
by Invitations for Bid (IFBs or sales catalogs). 
An IFB lists and describes the property offered 
for sale, identifies the place where the sale will 
be held, specifies the conditions under which 
the property is offered for sale, gives the loca¬ 
tion of the property, sets forth the inspection 
and the sale dates, and designates the person to 
contact for further information. IFBs are 
mailed well in advance of the date of sale (bid 
opening date) to allow sufficient time for in¬ 
spection of the property. The prospective buy¬ 
ers enter the prices they will pay on the bid forms 
contained in the IFB, complete other forms that 
are also a part of the IFB and return the forms 
to the specified selling activity along with the 
required deposit. The bids are then publicly 
opened on the specified date of sale. Subse¬ 
quently, awards are made and the bidders are 
notified.

This method is used when a substantial quan¬ 
tity or variety of property having wide commer¬ 
cial application is being offered for sale. IFBs 
listing and describing the property and specify¬ 
ing the conditions of sale, location of property, 
and inspection and sales dates are distributed 
well in advance of the sale to prospective buyers. 
In auctions, mailed in bids are not acceptable; 
bidders must be present to participate.

Spot Bid 

Normally, this method is used when there is 
a variety of commercial type property for which 
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there is substantial interest and demand in a 
local or regional market area. The prospective 
buyers inspect the property and submit bids on 
forms provided by the selling activity. In spot 
bid sales, mailed in bids, unless otherwise spe¬ 
cifically precluded, are acceptable and bids may 
be submitted on items during the conduct of the 
sale; awards are made item by item as the 
sale progresses. 

Local 

Local auctions and spot bid sales are fre¬ 
quently held at military activities where a wide 
variety of small quantities of commercial use 
property is located. These sales are conducted 
in the same manner as described above except 
they are publicized in the local area rather than 
nationally. Persons interested should contact 
the Defense Surplus Sales Office which serves 
the geographical area in which they are located 
in order to be notified of these sales. 

Negotiated 

While the majority of surplus personal prop¬ 
erty is sold by publicly advertising for bids, ne¬ 
gotiated sales are authorized in certain limited 
circumstances, as, for example, where acceptable 
bids have not been received after public adver¬ 
tising or where the particular disposition is nec¬ 
essary because of public exigency, public health, 
safety or national security. Negotiated sales 
may also be used where the disposal will be to 
States, Territories, possessions, political subdi¬ 
visions thereof, or tax-supported agencies there¬ 
in where the estimated fair market value of the 
property and other satisfactory terms of dis¬ 
posal are obtained by negotiation. States or 
municipalities which are interested in acquiring 
specific items of surplus by this method should 
communicate with the nearest Defense Surplus 
Sales Office for assistance. (In Alaska, Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands to the 
sales offices designated to sell property in those 
areas.) The specific items desired should be

SURPLUS REAL PROPERTY AND 
OTHER FEDERAL PERSONAL PROPERTY 

The General Services Administration is re¬ 
sponsible for the disposal of all government- 
owned surplus real property, including both 
land and buildings, and the disposal of surplus 
personal property for most of the civil agencies 
of the Federal Government. Sales are conducted 
by regional offices located throughout the 
United States. Information on these sales and 
requests to be placed on their mailing lists may 
be obtained from any of the GSA Property 
Management and Disposal Service Offices listed 
on pages 22-23. 


accurately described in detail as much as possi¬ 
ble in order that prompt service may be af¬ 
forded. However, once surplus property has 
been cataloged for a competitive bid sale and 
offered to the public, it will not be withdrawn 
for negotiated sales. States and municipalities 
can also participate in the competitive bid 
methods of sale. 

Retail 

Retail sales are conducted at certain military 
installations that generate property having ap¬ 
peal to the general public. This method of sale 
offers small quantities of individual items of 
property at fixed prices based on the current 
market value. Persons interested should contact 
the Defense Surplus Sales Office which serves 
the geographical area in which they are located 
to find out the nearest military installation that 
conducts retail sales. 

PRINCIPAL CONDITIONS OF SALE 

Eligibility of bidders 

With few exceptions, any member of the 
general public may bid on Department of De¬ 
fense surplus property provided he is not: (1) 
under 21 years of age; (2) a member of the 
Armed Forces of the United States, including 
the United States Coast Guard, or a civilian em¬ 
ployee of the Department of Defense or the 
United States Coast Guard and whose duties in¬ 
clude any functional or supervisory responsibil¬ 
ity for or within the Defense Property Disposal 
Program; (3) an agent, employee or immediate 
member of the household of personnel in (2) 
above. 

Inspection and Guaranteed Description 

Surplus property is described as accurately 
as practicable in the Invitation for Bids or sales 
catalogs. However, bidders are urged to inspect 
the property before bidding. The description

of property offered for sale by the Defense 
Surplus Sales Offices is guaranteed to be accu¬ 
rate. The guarantee applies only to the factual 
information concerning the nature or type of 
property being sold. It does not apply to the 
condition of the property or its fitness for any 
purpose. Surplus property offered for sale by 
activities other than the Defense Surplus Sales 
Offices is generally sold with a specific dis¬ 
claimer of any warranty. 

Deposits and Payment of Balances * 

The invitation for bid will specify the amount 
of deposit (normally 20 percent of bid), if re¬ 
quired, and the time by which the balance 
must be paid. 

’ Bid Deposit Bonds 

♦ 

Bid deposit bonds may be used in lieu of a 
bid deposit, providing the invitation for bid 
permits their use. Most invitations do permit 
the use of the bonds but they are not permitted 
in certain types of sales involving unusual con¬ 
tractual arrangements, such as term sales. Bid 
deposit bonds afford a convenience to the buyer 
who intends to bid frequently for the purchase 
of surplus or foreign excess property. They 
eliminate the need for handling substantial 
amounts of money and attendant risks. The 
types of bid deposit bonds available are (1) * 

Deposit Bond—Individual Invitation, Sale of 
Government Personal Property (Standard Form 

150) and (2) Deposit Bond—Annual, Sale of 
Government Personal Property (Standard Form 

151) . These forms, along with instructions for 
their use, may be obtained from the Com¬ 
mander, Defense Logistics Services Center,

Awards 

Awards normally are made to the highest 
responsible and responsive bidder. Awards are 
not made when the bids received do not repre¬ 
sent a fair price to the Government and are

not commensurate with the market value of the 
property offered. In such cases, the property 
may be reoffered at a later date. 

Removal of Property 

Property normally may not be removed from 
Government premises until full payment is 
made. Arrangements must be made by the suc¬ 
cessful bidder to remove the property from Gov¬ 
ernment premises within the time limit pre^ 
scribed in the invitation for bid. The Govern¬ 
ment does not recommend specific carriers nor 
make arrangements with local carriers on behalf 
of buyers for removal of the property. 

Withdrawal Policy 

The Government reserves the right to with¬ 
draw any surplus property from sale when it is 
determined to be in the best interests of the 
Government. 

Special Conditions 

Special conditions and restrictions frequently 
apply to the sale of particular classes of prop¬ 
erty. Invitations for Bids should always be care¬ 
fully studied to insure that the bidder under¬ 
stands all terms and conditions applicable to 
each sale. 

Export 

Invitations for Bid do not guarantee that the 
property listed is authorized for export from the 
United States. The property sold may not be ex¬ 
ported from the United States without approval 
and required clearances from the appropriate 
governing and regulatory agencies concerned. It 
is the sole responsibility of the purchaser to ob¬ 
tain clearance and approval for any property 
purchased.

plus Sales Offices. Each Defense Surplus Sales 
Office is assigned a given number of military in¬ 
stallations within a geographical area and is re¬ 
sponsible for conducting the sale of surplus per¬ 
sonal property held by these installations (see 
map on pages 14-15). This includes preparation 
of invitations for bid combining related types of 
property, bid openings, making awards and con¬ 
cluding all contractual arrangements. The invi¬ 
tations for bid issued by each Defense Surplus 
Sales Office identify the location of the property 
that is being offered for sale. A Defense Surplus 
Sales Office, upon request, will provide the loca¬ 
tions of the installations in its geographical area 
where property is generated. 

SURPLUS PROPERTY BIDDERS LIST 

+ 

The Department of Defense has a single 
contact point for any person interested in pur¬ 
chasing surplus Department of Defense personal 
property within the United States (excluding 
Alaska and Hawaii). This contact point, called 
the Defense Surplus Bidders Control Office, 
maintains a single national bidders list. The De¬ 
partment of Defense Surplus Property Bidders 
List is arranged to record each person’s buying 
interests, both geographically and with respect 
to classes of surplus property. 

If you are interested in having your name 
placed on the bidders list, you should complete 
the card on the inside of the back cover to ob¬ 
tain a bidders application. You should return 
the application indicating on it the classes of 
property that you are interested in and the geo¬ 
graphical areas from which you wish to pur¬ 
chase. Your name will be recorded on the bid¬ 
ders list, a bidders identification number will be 
assigned, and a Bidders Identification Card will 
be furnished. 

Only when the classes of property designated 
on the application are placed on sale in the 
geographical areas designated will you be sent 
an Invitation for Bid (IFB). IFBs contain de¬ 
tailed information regarding the location of the

other details. 

A list of successful bidders which shows the 
prices that were acceptable to the Government 
for the various items awarded is prepared after 
each sale and is sent to each bidder who sub¬ 
mitted a bid in response to the invitation for 
bid. The list is prepared by and is available at 
the Defense Surplus Sales Office which con¬ 
ducted the sale. 

In the interest of economy, the Defense Sur¬ 
plus Bidders Control Office continually reviews 
the record of sales participation of bidders listed 
on the Department of Defense Surplus Property 
Bidders List for the purpose of removing the 
names of those individuals and firms who have 
not demonstrated an interest in the property 
offered for sale in catalogs distributed to them. 

In addition to invitations for bid which are 
mailed to potential buyers appearing on the 
bidders list, notices of sale are posted in public 
buildings, and the media of radio, television, 
trade organizations, newspapers, and periodicals 
are used to publicize and advertise sales.
